LECTURE ON PEAR BLIGHT 


The Pacific Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany has granted to the City of Sierra 
Madre a strip of land from the tri¬ 
angularly shaped piece or parcel of 
'a.n;l containing 0.15 of an acre for 
highway purposes on the southerly 
portion of Kersting Court in the City 
of Sierra Madre.

Memorial Services Held Sunday at 
Library Grounds 

Tli weather man was kind to Sier¬ 
ra IVi dre last Sunday and sent most 
perfect weather for the dedication ser¬ 
vices of the Service Men’s Tablet at 
the Library grounds.. The clouds 
which had been threatening during 
the morning cleared away and glor¬ 
ious sunshine made more brilliant the 
folds of Old Glory, which draped the 
monument and hung over the tablet 
until the moment for the unveiling. 

The crowd which filled the grounds 
and overflowed into the street, accom¬ 
panied by the brass quartet, sang 
America with vim and enthusiasm anil 
then Mayor Mitchell, who presided, 
called for all present to repeat the 
pledge of allegiance to the flag. The 
volume of the response gave evidence 
that it was a 100 per cent American 
audience. 

Major Leslie R. Groves, chaplain of 
Pasadena Post No. 8, A. M. L., pro¬ 
nounced a beautiful and moving invo¬ 
cation, after which Mr. Mitchell, with 
a few sentences expressing his 
friendship for and admiration of 
Judge McCormick, introduced him as 
the speaker of the afternoon. 

Judge McCormick delivered a brief 
but eloquent and forceful address, 
which was punctuated by enthusias¬ 
tic applause as he made telling points 
in his call for the same display of a 
spirit of patriotism and service on the 
part of every American citizen in ev¬ 
ery day life as was shown by the men 
in whose honor the tablet was erected. 

He referred particularly to the vet¬ 
erans of the Civil war who were seat¬ 
ed directly in front of him, saying it 
was the same love of our countiy and 
its institutions which sent them to its 
defense in ’61 which actuated the boys 
in ’17. He said that never had our 
country needed a display of that spirit 
more than today, with nil the great 
problems of reconstruction to be 
solved, the spirit of unrest to be com¬ 
batted and a most powerful and in¬ 
sidious propaganda against our con¬ 
stitution and our national unity to be 
overcome. 

There must be no divided allegiance. 
Whatever sympathies or love for 
other nations some of our people 
might have, must be subordinated to 
loyalty to our own flag and our own 
country. Those who come to this land 
in search of liberty and a larger op¬ 
portunity must be prepared to be loy¬ 
al to the government which makes 
those things possible and to support 
it, not to attempt to destroy it. 

He warned against the propaganda 
of the radicals and Bolsheviks, and 
closed with a thrillinf appeal for a 
single and whole hearted allegiance to 
our constitution, our country and our 
flag.
